As the mother of a 12-year-old 
diabetic daughter, Liz Puffer says 
that many people are apathetic about 
the disorder and that they don’t 
realize the seriousness of diabetes. 
“You can’t imagine the feeling 
when people say ‘Oh, she can live with 
it’,” Mrs. Puffer remarked. She said 
that daughter Angie can live with her 
diabetes, but that “she has to help 
herself live with it, and we as parents 
have to guide her.” 
Angie, a seventh grader at Haggard 
Middle School, was diagnosed a 
diabetic two and a half years ago. 
“One day I got real thirsty and the 
next day I was real weak,” Angie 
explained. “Then I went shopping and 
started having these attacks in my 
stomach. The next thing I knew I was 
in the hospital . . .” 
Mrs. Puffer said that Angie was 
under the care of a urologist at that 
time, and her diabetes symptoms 
were disguised by the kidney 
problems she was having. 
“The symptoms of diabetes are 
thirst, weight loss, frequent urination, 
and she had all of these, but the 
urologist still didn’t connect it to 
diabetes. Even though the symptoms 
are classic and easy to see, it doesn’t 
always mean it can be diagnosed.” 
Other signs of diabetes can include 
hunger, easy tiring, slow healing of 
cuts and bruises, changes in vision, 
intense itching, pain in fingers and 
toes and drowsiness. 
Once in the hospital, Angie was 
watched all night and received about 
600 units of insulin to keep her from 
descending into a total diabetic coma. 
Insulin is the natural or manmade 


hormone which helps the body use up 
glucose, a form of sugar manufac­ 
tured by the body from carbohydrate 
(sugary and starchy) foods. In 
diabetes, glucose accumulates in the 
blood, therefore, daily injections of 
insulin are needed to help the body get 


rid of the wasted sugar. 
When 
Angie’s 
diabetes 
was 
dis. . vered. both her parents and 
Angie herself had to learn how to give 
insulin injections. Today, Angie gives 
herself a shot every morning. 
If the insulin level in a diabetic’s 


body gets too low, he or she runs the 
risk of going into a diabetic coma—a 
condition where the body uses too 
much fat and piles up an excess of 
toxic fatty acids which in turn can 
lead to diabetic coma and death. 
Before the discovery of insulin, 
doctors kept diabetics alive by half 
starving them. But even on very strict 
diets, most adult patients and all 
diabetic children eventually died in a 
diabetic coma, usually within two 
years. 
Even with insulin injections, diet is 
still very important. All sweets are 
kept out of the Puffer house and 
Angie’s carbohydrate intake is 
watched carefully. 
“Angie sneaks (sweets) sometimes, 
but there’s not a kid with diabetes who 
doesn’t,” said Mrs. Puffer. “We have 
to try to see she gets a balanced meal. 
We don’t live a real strict regimen 
though”. 
By “real strict,” Mrs. Puffer means 
that Angie is still allowed to eat some 
meals at school instead of taking a 
lunch every day, and that her bed 
times and injection times are not 
precisely set. Many diabetics feel 
they must live a strictly regimented 
life. 
“Your life doesn’t really change, 
you just have to be careful,” Angie 
noted. “Sometimes when I play or 
jump on the trampoline, I get real 
weak. I’m slow about some PE ac­ 
tivities and I can’t run as fast as I used 
to.” 
Proper rest and exercise are also

Dissident homeowner associations 
are expected to swell the City 
Council’s usually sparse audience to 
standing room only size Monday 
night. 
Rustic Park homeowners will be out 
in force to fight a proposed 20-acre 
retail center which would have Target 
Discount Store, Wyatt’s Cafeteria, 
Kroger’s and 12 other specialty stores 
as tenants. 
More than 200 residents protested 
the development when it was con­ 
sidered by the Planning and Zoning 
Commission which recommended 
that the zoning be denied. 
Collin County Savings and Loan has 
requested Planned Development- 
Retail zoning on 14.3 acres of the tract 
on the northwest corner of the FM 544- 
Custer Rd. intersection. A portion of 
the development is already zoned for 
retail, while the subject parcel is 
zoned for offices. 
Residents of Greenhollow are also 
expected to appear to protest the 
construction of mini warehouses on 


the southeast corner of the in­ 
tersection of Lexington Dr. and 
Thunderbird Lane. 
The final plat of the Colonial Self- 
Storage development is under con­ 
sideration, but residents will ask that 
the council hold action on the plat and 
review the site plan. They hope to 
force 
additional 
screening 
requirements on the applicant, Mike 
Dyer. 


A request that 52.57 acres south of 
the railroad tracks on both sides of 
Jupiter Rd. be rezoned from Light 
Industrial I to Light Industrial-2 may 
also be protested. East Plano 
residents have expressed concern that 
metal buildings may detract from the 
area’s appearance. 


Other planning and zoning cases 
before the council include the 
rezoning of 7.01 acres in Prairie Creek 
Estates II to SF-2; an amendment to 
the zoning ordinance to establish a 
new duplex district to allow the sale of 
both units; the revised site plan of 


Custer Pkwy. Professional Center, 
located on the northeast corner of 
Custer Rd. and Teakwood Lane; and 
the final plat of Hunters’ Glen 5A, 
north of Spring Creek Pkwy. 
Chairman Jim Taylor of the 
Municipal Facilities Comm, will also 
appear to tell the council that the 
committee believes administrative 
functions of the city should be left at 
the present location. He will also ask 
for further instructions on how the 
committee is to proceed. 
Taylor, representing Texas Power 
& Light Co., will also discuss a 
proposed tariff increase with council 
members. They will also award bids 
for street improvements on 18th St. 
and Parker Rd., accept Three Fire 
Station, review concession contracts 
and set speed limits on newly opened 
sections of Dallas North Pkwy, and 
Shiloh Rd.

establishment of a new Weatherford 
school zone, the appointment of the 
1977 Board of Equilization, the 
determination of Plano’s population, 
authorization of payment for a street 
in Copper Creek Dr. and consideration 
of water and sewer services to 
unincorporated areas.

im portant to helping a 
diabetic live as normal a life 
as possible. Those diabetics 
who do not watch their in­ 
sulin, diet, rest and exercise 
become 
‘‘uncontrolled.” 
Their blood circulation may 
become affected resulting in 
the amputation of arms or 
legs. Diabetes is also the 
second leading caus*; of 
blindness. 
Death, too, can be a result 
of diabetes. 
“When we first found out 
that Angie had diabetes- 
after the shock had worn 
off—the apathy of people 
really hurt me,” stressed 
Mrs. Puffer. ‘‘So many 
people don’t know anything 
about diabetes, and until I 


found out, I didn’t know if I 
could even keep Angie 
alive.” 
Contrary 
to 
popular 
misconception, diabetes can 
only be controlled, not cured. 
It is the third leading cause 
of death by disease in this 
country, a leading cause of 
blindness, and a major cause 
of heart attacks, strokes, 
high 
blood 
pressure, 
gangrene and kidney failure. 
Anyone at any age can 
become diabetic or can have 
the 
disease 
and 
not 
recognize it. Those most 
likely to get it, however, are 
the children or relatives of 
diabetics and people over 40 
or overweight. 
Since 
May 
has 
been 
designated Diabetes Month, 


a strong effort is being made 
to increase awareness of the 
disease across the nation 
(see related article this page 
on local diabetes Bike-A- 
Thon). 
Mrs. Puffer and several 
other parents of diabetics in 
Plano are hoping to start a 
chapter of the American 
Diabetes Assn. in Plano.

“If people who think that 
diabetes is easy to live with 
had to live with it them­ 
selves, they wouldn’t feel 
that way,” claimed Mrs. 
Puffer. “If it were their 
cihild who had diabetes, they 
couldn’t settle for anything 
less than a cure.”

Ryan,

splanted midwesterner from 
Cincinnati, Ohio came to 
Texas and found his en­ 
vironment for the future. 
After attending North Texas 
State University for 
a 
bachelors degree in pre-law, 
he continued his education 
up to a doctorate from 
S o u t h e r n 
Me t h o d i s t 
University. 
Since receiving his college 
diplomas, Judge Ryan has 
been 
admitted 
to 
the 
American and State Bar 
Assns. He was also the Plano 
Civitan charter president ll 
years ago. In addition to 
these honors, he has been 
awarded four other honorary 
awards and degrees. 
Judge Ryan and his wife, 
Lyla, reside on the east side 
of Plano and have a son, 
Mike, who attends the 
University of Texas with his 
wife Pamela. Judge Ryan’s 
main interest is work and his 
hobbies include fishing in the 
mountains. 


The former Collin County 
District Attorney considers 
everything that the Chamber 
of Commerce does affects 
the city and the Plano 
Independent School District . 
“Plano needs good city 
government and good school 
government. Whatever the 
Chamber of Commerce does 
concerns these two govern­ 
ments,” he stated. 
The Judge likes the rural 
setting of east side of Plano, 
but thinks the City Council

inhabitants. 
“We need less emphasis on 
growth, since this costs 
money and services, and 
more emphasis on ‘Plano— 
the home city’,” he con­ 
tinued. 
Ryan knows what he is 
talking about when he 
converses about the city 
taxes, since he has held 
various positions in Plano’s 
and Collin County’s city 
government. 
“We need more industry in 
the city to broaden our tax 
basis,” he pointed out 
Ryan also considers work 
and city involvement a must 
for all citizens. According to 
him, one must find time in 
himself and his activities to 
help the community. 
“WORK! Be willing to 
give your time even wl£p 
you don’t have any time to 
hive,” he urged. “Always 
find time to help the city.” 
And Judge Ryan continues 
to add years of service to his 
impressive record, he has 
developed a rather modest 
philosophy about it all—“At 
my age, all I try to do is just 
live day to day,” he con­ 
cluded.

Solons Dragging Feet 


Ethics Hearings Needed Now 


Rep. John Flynt, the Georgia 
Democrat, says it may be late 
summer or early fall before his 
House Ethics Committee can 
open hearings into the relation­ 
ship between a free-spending 
South Korean lobbyist and mem­ 
bers of Congress. It already has 
been more than six months since 
the activities of Tong Sun Park 
began emerging with a whiff of 
scandal. 
Compare the zeal with which 
the Senate went after the hint of 
“scandal in the Watergate bur­ 
glary. It was in February of 1973 
that Judge John Sirica suggested 
that a Senate investigation 
might be appropriate to ferret 
out the facts about Watergate. 
Within three months, Sen. Sam 
Ervin brought down the gavel to 
get the hearings under way. 
Watergate was supposed to 
have infused official Washington 
with a new respect for ethics in 
government. Some foot-drag­ 


ging in the Korean case might be 
expected since the investigation 
will involve members of Con­ 
gress, and Democrats, instead of 
figures from a Republican White 
House, as was the case with Wa­ 
tergate. 
But ethics are ethics at both 
ends of Pennsylvania Avenue. 
The Korean scandal is looking 
more grave with disclosure of 
letters indicating that five House 
members and a senator knew 
that Tong Sun Park was an agent 
of a foreign government, and not 
just a South Korean “business­ 
man,” when he was showering 
members of Congress with gifts 
and campaign contributions. 
Mr. Park has left the country. 
Those who received his gifts 
have not. In fact, some are under 
the same roof with the Ethics 
Committee. It should hardly 
take until September to call 
them in and find out what was 
going on. 


Editor:

Their 
happiness and mental health 
is very often the respon­ 
sibility of us their parents. 
Why not take time this 
month to spend a little more 
time with them? Many of us 
are so busy 
with 
our 
volunteer work, our jobs to 
make ends meet and our 
personal interest, that we 
are letting our children grow 
up and not only are they 
missing exciting things that 
are happening, but we as 
parents are simply missing 
the enjoyment of watching 
them change from day to 
day. 
There 
are 
many 
organizations in Plano and 
many clinics to assist our 
community with mental 
health needs. There will be 
more about those and what 
we as citizens can do to help 
those in a later letter. There 
is a lot of interest in mental 
health right now. I would 
just like to put the emphasis 
where it should start, and 
that is in the home. 
Our children should be 
taught at early ages how to 
accept themselves. How 
often have you said to your 
child as he walked out of the 
door for school: “Your hair 
doesn’t look right.” “Your 
shirt looks sloppy.” “Those 
are horrible looking jeans.” 
“I wish you would wear that 
new dress I paid so much 
for.”

Fidel Castro is making goo-goo eyes at the United States, 
in case you haven’t noticed, and it is not just the two 
Georges, Steinbrenner and McGovern, whose hearts are 
aflutter. Hie pulse of official Washington is beating faster 
too. 
The Ca ’er administration is not hot and bothered about 
the mere prospect of Cubans playing baseball with the New 
York Yankees and basketball with South Dakota collegians. 
What apparently interests the new U.S. government is the 
re-establishment between the United States and Cuba of 
“normal” relations. 
The gigantic U.S. market is looking better and better to 
Mr. Castro. There are also a great many things the United 
States can send to Cuba, including tourists, that do not look 
so bad either. 
The proper course for the Carter administration is to play 
jit cool. There is no rush diplomatically as far as Cuba is 
concerned. When Mr. Castro has pulled in his horns abroad, 
stopped encouraging violence in Puerto Rico and begun to 
get his domestic house in order, there will be time enough to 
talk about a chpjge in U.S. policy.

The first official talks between Cuba and the United States 
in 16 years have gone well, covering not only the agreed on 
agenda on fishing rights but also a look at some of the issues 
that divide the two nations. That happy result will be 
welcomed by everybody except those with a vested interest 
in prolonging the hostility between Washington and Havana. 
Terence A. Todman, assistant secretary of state for inter- 
American affairs, who conducted the talks in Havana, 
described them as part of a “step-by-step process on a 
measured and reciprocal basis” that would lead to a gradual 
improvement of relations. Fair enough. 
The agreement on fishing rights was simple by com­ 
parison with some of the remaining obstacles to a nor­ 
malization of relations. But the negotiations permitted both 
nations to dramatize good faith. That is a good foundation on 
which to build more substantial agreements and, ultimately, 
normal relations.

While Mr. Castro is busily getting involved in Africa, he 
confronts serious economic problems at home, and this fact 
should give Washington some diplomatic leverage...a logical 
and mutually beneficial deal would be for Havana and 
Was' agton to lift the trade embargo once Havana with- 
drav s its military cadres from Africa. But this may be much 
harder than it appears to outsiders. Moscow, which has 
poured billions of rubles into Cuba, is calling many of the 
shots for Mr. Castro, and his freedom to strike any major 
accord with the Americans may be sharply limited. 
Hie old policy of trying to isolate Castro, far from working 
as hoped, has been counter-productive. But if Cuba really 
once an American virtue which fell into disrepute during the 
time of plenty following World War II 
Moscow’s puppet in kindling conflict abroad, and Africa is 
the place to start.

Another proposition called for 
reorganization in the federal government to streamline 
operations and improve efficiency. 
These are not new recommendations. Many presidents 
have called for the same, but not one really succeeded in 
making any significant headway against the huge bureau­ 
cracy. If the President hopes to persuade the private sector 
to go along with his proposals to halt the inflationary spiral, 
he must set an example with government.

To confront the energy crisis fairly and effectively, to keep 
down the rate of inflation and decrease unemployment, 
President Carter has warned wisely that we all must give a 
little here and there, sacrifice, compromise our objectives. 
But as we read news dispatches throughout the country, 
we wonder whether his appeal applies to governmental 
bodies themselves, and to the extremists in the en­ 
vironmental movement who are adamant in their demands, 
regardless of the crisis at hand. For instance: Does it make 
sense ... to increase strip mine coal production if the fuel 
can’t be burned because of federal and state pollution 
restrictions. 
...Can’t the environmentalists give a litle, if everybody 
else is supposed to? 
...To achieve what he wants, and what the country needs, 
the President should insist on every economic and social 
group “giving a little” if compromise and sacrifice are 
essential... 


The Bangor (Maine) Daily News: 
Despite his call for sacrifice from the American people, it 
is becoming increasingly clear that President Carter s 
energy proposal may be sold to the public and Congress the 
way Madison Avenue pushes that name-brand mouthwash — 
namely, that medicine doesn’t have to taste bad to be good 
for you. 


The President’s program is attractive for two basic rea­ 
sons. First, it exists. Before Carter, there was nothing, now 
we have something. Second, he emphasizes conservation. 
Conservation (remember: “Waste not, want not?”) was 
once an American virtuewhich fell into disrepute during the 
time of plenty following World War II. 
But it also has failings, of which there are basically two: 
First, to make the gas tax, an essential and necessary in­ 
gredient, more palatable to the public, the tax money raised 
would initially be returned to the public in the form of 
rebates. Second, Carter only gingerly approaches the need to 
decontrol the price of natural gas. 
As one columnist recently pointed out, it is possible for a 
family driving 17,558 miles on 1,255 gallons of gas per year in 
a car getting 14 miles to the gallon to make a profit on the 
proposed gasoline tax-rebate proposal. 
This revelation is superficially disturbing because it would 
seem to reward profligacy, but it is deeply discouraging 
because it demonstrates how completely Carter’s gas tax 
proposal ignores what should be its prime beneficiary: mass 
transportation.

On second thought, before we begin basking in natural gas, 
let’s make sure the people who brought us this glowing 
report know what they’re talking about. They’ve been 
juggling “ proven reserves,” “ untapped reserves,” 
“estimated reserves,” and “underground storage reserves” 
for so long no one can make heads or tails out of any of it any 
more. It’s time we were given the true story.

President Carter’s energy 
message “is a strong in­ 
dication that he is the first 
national leader we have had 
who is willing to clearly state 
the seriousness of the energy 
threat, and courageously is 
willing to put his political 
future on the line to solve it,” 
the chairman of Atlantic 
Richfield Comapny said 
recently.

Witchery

Dear Betty: How I enjoy 
your column! Wish I could 
think of something “catchy” 
to write to our paper to en­ 
courage more than one 
column per week. I have 
quite a few wool skirts. Little 
girls just don’t wear these 
skirts anymore (you know the 
kind girls wore with sweaters 
years ago?). Do you have any 
ideas at all for using these 
skirts? The best to you, Betty. 
You are my girl!! — J.K. 
What can I say ... thank 
you, thank you, thank you. 
Ifs nice to be liked. The first 
thing that popped into my 
mind for your skirts was a 
toasty warm comforter. Cut 
large 12^-inch by 12%-inch 
squares from your skirts. 
Using narrow seams, stitch 
enough squares together to 
make a quilt top. Alternate 
plaids and solids; darks and 
lights. Cut the remaining 
scraps into smaller squares 
(about 4^-inch by 4Vfe-inch). 
Stitch these squares together 
with narrow seams to make a 
border. Join border to quilt 
top. Use a soft sheet-blanket 
for the lining. You may either 
turn the raw edges in, or bind 
the comforter with a wide, 
fold-over bias trim. Tack with 
yarn where the large squares 
meet. Tack through the 
center of each border square.

Dear Betty: I have blocks 
cut for a puff quilt. Is it all 
right to use both woven poly­ 
ester blocks and knit poly­ 
ester blocks? I’ve been told it 
doesn’t work. 
— 
M.S., 
Polson, MN 
Ordinarily, it is best to use 
all the same type fabric when 
making a quilt. However, 
with the individual “puffs,” 
you can be a little flexible. If 
your woven polyester and 
your knit polyester are 
similar in weight, I say go 
ahead and use both. In fact, 
alternating the knits and 
wovens could create a very 
attractive quilt.

Dear Betty: Can you tell 
me why, when sewing with 
horizontal stripes, all the 
seams match, but when the 
hem is turned up, the stripe is 
not straight? — Jo Ann 
Hrabak 
Two things, Jo Ann — is 
your stripe exactly “on 
grain” with the thread grain 


of your fabric? The horizontal 
stripe should be at a perfect 
right angle to the selvage, 
and to the straight-of-the- 
grain of your pattern. Does 
the hemline of your pattern 
have a slight curve to it? For 
the garment to turn up on a 
stripe, it must have a straight 
hemline. Some hem curves 
are not even noticable until 
we try to put them on a stripe.

Few of us have the space 
for a full-sized cutting table. 
We use the dining table, the 
bed or the floor — none of 
which is perfect. But, your 
ironing board is — almost. 
Place your cutting board on 
your ironing board and then 
adjust the height to a com­ 
fortable “cutting” position.

Exotic Foods 
Quail, Oryx Soon On Menu? 


The sportsman’s exclusive 
world of venison chops and 
roast quail and corvina en 
papillote soon may be shared 
with the nonshooting, non­ 
fishing public. 
This is the substance of an 
article, “More Foods For 
Mankind,” which has just ap­ 
peared in the 1977 Nature-Sci- 
ence Annual, a publication of 
Time-Life Books. 
It describes research into 
programs to expand the list of 
animal and plant species 
which might supply food for 
man. 
Quail eggs for breakfast is 
one possibility. So is opossum 
for lunch and oryx for supper. 
Louisiana rice farm ers 
have added the cultivation of 
crawfish to the same fields 
and increased their profits by 
25 per cent. Crawfish are 
finer-grained than shrimp 
and, some believe, more deli­ 
cately flavored. 
Catfish is almost a staple in 
Mississippi, Arkansas and 
Louisiana. An acre of catfish 


yields 1,500 pounds vs. 150 
pounds of beef. Already there 
are 55,000 acres of catfish 
ponds in these three states, 
and the annual yield is 80 mil­ 
lion pounds. 
Frozen catfish steaks are 
shipped to Japan and catfish 
fry are exported to farms in 
South America, Europe and 
the Philippines. 
Of 4,500 mammal species, 
only 16 have been domesti­ 
cated by man, and the scien­ 
tists consider this a grievous 
oversight. 
In Africa, rangeland is 
devoted to cattle, though the 
animals graze on only a few 
of the local plants and, conse­ 
quently, are undersized and 
give little milk. 
But the oryx and the eland, 
local antelope, thrive on the 
African veldt and require 
little water. An oryx prospers 
on five quarts of water while 
a cow needs 42 quarts a day. 
Already the oryx, consid­ 
ered tractable for ranching, 
have been gathered into 


groups of 75 animals. They 
are herded by day by the 
Masai tribesmen, then put 
;nto corrals at night to protect 
them from lions and other 
predators. 
The oryx is immune to local 
diseases, eats a wide variety 
of vegetation, does not over­ 
crop the land and grows sleek 
in terrain which would starve 
a cow. The animal is relative­ 
ly easy to domesticate. 
The reason for this sudden 
interest in taming the wild is 
global malnutrition, a serious 
protein deficiency in areas of 
the world where population is 
soaring. 
There is a man in Alabama, 
Frank Basil Clark, who holds 
that the lowly opossum tastes 
good and costs almost noth­ 
ing to raise. 
Quail, grown commercially 
in Pennsylvania, has been 
found to mature in two 
months and eats so little that, 
compared to chicken, it saves 
a pound of feed for every 
pound of eggs it produces 


The flightless cassowary, a 
kind of small ostrich which is 
native to New Guinea, grows 
to 150-pound size and has 
been raised for generations 
by the natives for its meat 
and handsome feathers. Now, 
breeding farms are being es­ 
tablished for the bird. 
Another untapped food 
source is the exotic plant 
kingdom, which a panel of 
scientists surveyed last year 
and declared that 36 — at 
least — could “significantly 
improve” the nutrition and 
economies of the poorer 
tropical countries. 


While Columbus’ name was 
recognized by 92 per cent of 
Americans in a recent quiz, 
only 58 per cent of the sample 
knew who the great French 
conqueror Napoleon was. 
About 47 per cent recog­ 
nized the name of Sigmund 
Freud, the father of modern 
psychology, and 89 per cent 
knew who William Shake­ 
speare was.

To date, most studies of 
sexism on television analyze

on the effects of television

For example, the Surgeon 
General’s report on televised 
violence 
concludes

The Visible Woman 


Several women had met for 
lunch after a 
volunteer’s 
meeting, and during the con­ 
versation, the subject turned 
to their children, all of whom 
were in college. 
“My Mary has her mas­ 
ter’s degree in chemistry and 
wanted to go for a doctorate, 
but her adviser told her she 
might as well not bother, 
since there aren’t many jobs 
for women with doctorates,” 
said one mother. 
There was a brief silence. 
Another woman spoke. “My 
husband is an industrial 
chemist, and he says his com­ 
pany doesn’t employ, many 
women, because there aren’t 
many women with qualifica­ 
tions.” 
Mary’s story is a common 
one, and typifies the garbled 
messages young women in 
science often receive. Last 
year, in an attempt to dis­ 
cover why so few young wom­ 
en become scientists, the Na-

tional Science Foundation 
funded IO studies. The studies 
documented what most ob­ 
servers already suspected ... 
that science-leaning women 
meet discrim inatory atti­ 
tudes early in their educa­ 
tion. So early, in fact, that 
many turn away from science 
in junior high school. Those 
who progress into high school 
with technical aspirations are 
taught to set their aims 
lower. 
One of the studies, which 
was conducted by John F. 
Christman of Loyola Univer­ 
sity, reviewed young women 
participants in the Student 
Science Training Program of 
the NSF from 1965 to 1974. 
Christman learned that al­ 
though 70 per cent of these 
girls had envisioned a career 
in the sciences while in high 
school, 85 per cent had 
changed their minds after en­ 
tering college. 
At Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute, a survey of math 
majors by Edith H. Luchins 
showed that nearly three 
times as many women as 
men were discouraged from a 
career in mathematics by 
teachers, advisers and family 
friends. 
The most effective deter­ 
rent was the notion that life 
would be difficult for them in 
the sciences. While the prob­ 
lems of finding work served 
as a convincing discourager, 
the most effective persuasion 
arose from the lack of role 
models. Most of these young­ 
sters hadn’t known enough 
female scientists to visualize 
being comfortable in that 
role. 
Historically, women of the 
sciences have been quite 
normal. Heloise (1101-64), fa­ 
mous for her role in the pas­ 
sionate romance of Heloise 
and Abelard, was a graduate 
student in medicine at the 
time of the drama, and for 20 
years after the couple’s sepa­ 
ration, she was a practicing 
physician. Heloise authored 


several books on medicine, 
which were advanced for her 
day. Marie Curie, the first 
woman to receive the Nobel 
Prize, and also the first per­ 
son to receive the Nobel Prize 
twice, was the wife of a 
physicist, and the mother of 
another Nobel Prize-winning 
physicist, daughter Irene 
JoUot-Curie. 
These are only a few of the 
women scientists who have 
been obscured by history. 
Just as our traditional per­ 
ception of the female in sci­ 
ence is somewhat askew, so 
are our modern stereotypes. 
One of the NSF studies was 
conducted among women 
professionals now working in 
science and engineering. Lee 
Burks of the Georgia Institute 
of Technology, who did the in­ 
vestigations, 
emphasized 
that her subjects were “a 
highly select group — the sur­ 
vivors of a lengthy process of 
screening 
and 
attrition 
which, particularly for wom­ 
en, represents the path to 
professional maturity.” Most 
of these women were enjoy­ 
ing a full-scale professional 
career without foregoing 
m arriage or motherhood. 
Furthermore, these women 
were highly committed to 
their work, and reported only 
moderate amounts of sex-re­ 
lated discrimination on the 
job. 
While changes come slow­ 
ly, the NSF studies did offer 
hope that attitudes, at least 
among young people, are 
broadening. 
William 
K. 
LeBold of Purdue University 
polled more than 9,000 high 
school students and found 
that 89 per cent of boys and 
girls approved of a career in 
science for women. The real 
problem seems to be with 
teachers, parents and ad­ 
visers who prepare students 
to live in a world like they’ve 
lived in, rather than the world 
of the future, which shows 
every promise of being freer 
and more balanced.

Mr. and Mrs. G., who can’t 
pass their drivers' tests be­ 
cause of poor eyesight, still 
need to get to the doctor’s 
office. 
These 
people 
are 
hypothetical 
com posites. 
But their problems, outlined 
in a new booklet about older 
persons, are not unique. 
“Older Persons in Illinois’’ 
was condensed from a year­ 
long study by the University 
of Illinois. Among other 
things, the study showed 
many of the state’s more 
than one million senior 
citizens have problems with 
nutrition, age discrimination 
in employment and tran­ 
sportation 
National as well as state 
experts on aging will receive 
copies of the booklet. 
Mrs. Oblinger thinks the 
booklet also “ should prove

useful 
for 
citizens, 
legislators and staffs of 
agencies providing services 
to older persons. 
“ Many people look for­ 
ward to retirem ent as a time 
for relaxation and leisure. 
For som e these dream s 
come true.’’ she said. “ For 
many others the vision fades 
as the later y ears ap ­ 
proach.” 
The study showed persons 
over 60 make up 15 per cent 
of 
Illinois’s 
population. 
Twentyeight per cent of the 
poverty 
population 
are 
elderly. That figure rises to 
40 per cent in some rural 
areas. 
Eighty-one per cent live in 
urban areas. 
Women make up 59 per 
cent of those over 65 and 62 
per cent of those 75 and 
older Forty years ago the 
number of men and women 
was equal. 
Over one-half of Illinois’ 
elderly are without spouses, 
and most 
of those are 
widowed. 
Nutrition was identified as 
the biggest problem 
“ They have to cut back 
some place in the face of 
shrinking incomes and high 
utility bills, and they cut 
back on food.” Mrs. Oblinger 
said. 
She favors beefing up 
federally 
funded, 
com ­ 
m u n ity -b a se d 
n u tritio n 
program s such as Meals on 
Wheels. Congress currently 


is considering increasing its 
funds. 
Sherman Parker, chair­ 
man of the Senior Citizens 
Club of 
D ivernon. 
111., 
praised such programs for 
their social benefits. In his 
small central Illinois town, 
seniors who previously ate 
poorly alone now enjoy 
group m eals and activities at 
the American Legion hall 
‘‘Now th e y ’re together 
every day,” Parker said “ I 
think the social side is just as 
important as the nutritional 
benefits.” 
Mrs. 
O blinger 
said 
mandatory retirem ent hurts 
seniors who want to continue 
working or start a second 
career. 
She thinks that trend may 
end within IO years, as the 
effect of the postwar “ baby 
boom” on the job market 
ends. 
She wants more flexibility 
in job descriptions and the 
ways jobs are handled in 
industry. 
“Older persons are not 
that interested in working 
fulltime,” she said. They 
would welcome two or three 
months of work at a time or 
sharing a job with others. 
“ The fact that we have 
m ore seniors 
active 
in 
volunteering and jobs will 
require another look at our 
transportation system .” 
Some Chicago suburbs are 
experim enting with sub­ 
sidizing cabs and buses for 


seniors’ travel. Jean Moore, 
president of a 
W heaton 
senior citizens’ club, wants 
the trend extended to in­ 
tercity travel to help older 
persons who often cannot 
afford regular fares or who 
have mobility problems. 
Mrs. Oblinger said the 
study showed 
a 
higher 
percentage of senior citizens 
register and vote than any 
other group She thinks the 
figure may be as high as 80 
per cent. 
“ They are just beginning 
to realize their power lies in

Q. We have a home which 
we remodeled so we could 
have an entry hall and a 
larger living room. 
Our home was built about 
IO years ago and has very 
little architectural detailing 
to it. 
I have some very nice 
English and French pieces of 
furniture and I would like to 
create 
a 
nicer, 
more 
traditional background than 
the plain, boxy walls now give 
to the entrance and living 
room. What might I do to 
create this look? — E. N. 
A. Charming atmospheres 
can be created reasonably 


easily and relatively in­ 
expensively with moldings 
and stock trims available at 
lumber shops. 
A ceiling molding often can 
enhance a room, as wide and 
elaborate as you desire. If 
you have very high ceilings, 
you might add the ceiling 
molding down from the ceil­ 
ing a foot or so. 
Wide baseboards also can 
offer a traditional look to a 
room. Usually you can find 
several choices available. I 
would think that ceiling 
molding and baseboards 
might be adequate in your 
living room. 


To this in your entry you 
might also add a chair rail or 
wainscoting. Paper below the 
divider and paint a back­ 
ground color above, using a 
crisp white for the moldings 
so they will stand out slightly. 
Q. I am in the midst of fix­ 
ing up a very old and rather 
dilapidated room into a 
nursery for our baby. 
The room was just used for 
storage for several years and 
needs to have new flooring. 
Also the closet doors that 
slide are very rickety and 
need replacing. What would 
be the cheapest kind of doors 
to put up at the closet? 


I plan to paint, make 
curtains and all that sort of 
thing. I would like a yellow 
and hot pink color scheme. — 
R. R. 
A. If your closet is in bad 
shape, why not remove the 
doors for now and don’t put 
any new ones up. Closet doors 
are a nuisance in a baby and 
small child’s room. Instead 
I’d paint the closet niche 
white or if you want to be 
bold, a bright hot pink. 
Add some unfinished chests 
which you can paint a stark 
white, yellow or hot pink with 
contrasting knobs or door 
pulls. Above that install 


simple shelves which you also 
might paint. 
Save a small section at one 
side of the closet for a low 
pole on which you can 
eventually hang clothes and 
which will be low enough for 
your youngster to reach com­ 
fortably. 
Compartmentalize 
the 
closet with some area for 
toys, storage and other 
treasures. A flat shelf today 
might be used for a changing 
table and can be coverted to 
other uses later. 
After your child has grown 
a bit you might want to add 
doors to the closet.

Our Children

Q. Our son is kind of a 
“loner,” but he does make 
friends easily when he wants 
to. It’s just that he apparently 
doesn’t have much of a need 
for companionship. 
Once in a while he strikes 
up a close friendship with an­ 
other boy, and it sometimes 
lasts quite a while because 
they are both interested in the 
same things, like model 
planes, collecting insects or 
something like that. But then 
he reverts to his lonely life. 
He seems perfectly happy, 
does fine in school and appar­ 
ently is well-liked. However, 
I’m worried just the same. 
A. Some years ago there 
was an educational film 
called “Shyness.” It told 
about three children who 
seemed to keep their distance 
from others. 
One apparently needed 
serious psychiatric help, the 
second a limited amount of 
counseling, but the third was 
quite well-adjusted. In fact, 
subjecting him to special help 
might have created a prob­ 
lem as well as a label for him 
that was unwarranted. 
Not all somewhat with­ 
drawn children need help. 
Some do, of course, but there 
are suitable occupations and 


minimal 
companionship 
available for those who 
“want to be alone” much of 
the time. 
It isn’t appropriate for the 
rest of us to give them the 
“maladjusted” label. 


Q. My wife and I are tall 
people, but both of our chil­ 
dren are tiny things. 
They are perfectly healthy, 
eat well, and are active and 
happy, but they are so small. 
Our pediatrician says there 
is nothing to be concerned 
about, but naturally we are 
just the same. 
A. The first question is this 
one: Are they within the 
“normal” range for their 
age? If your physician says 
that they are, you might go to 
a movie, visit friend! or do 
something else to occupy 


your time instead of worrying 
unnecessarily. 
The next item is to realize 
that although children tend 
toward their parental ex­ 
tremes (height, weight and 
intelligence, for example), 
there are many, many excep­ 
tions. Despite advances in re­ 
cent years, genetic relation­ 
ships still have a lot of built-in 
mystery. 
You might be interested in 
reading some fascinating, but 
old material related to this 
subject. It is called “The Law 
of Filial Regression” by Sir 
Francis Galton. Although 
oversimplified here, his point 
was that children tend toward 
the extremes of their parents 
but not to the same extent, 
“all things remaining equal.” 
Those four words may 
change die whole picture, be­ 
cause of factors like diet, 
medical advances and health 
conditions. 


Q. I am so frustrated be­ 
cause my eighth grader 
doesn’t have the slightest 
idea of how to use the diction­ 
ary. Lord knows, they didn’t 
teach him in school, and all of 
my time hasn’t helped very 
much. 
It isn’t that he is stupid. He 
just can’t seem to understand 
the logic that goes into its use. 
Do you have any sugges­ 
tions? 
A. A self-teaching booklet 
called “David Discovers the 
Di^ionary” may help him. It

Woman Roustabout Likes Rig Job

“ I tell you one damned 
thing,” she finally told one 
crewman “ I ’ll be glad when 
everybody starts cussing 
again. I don’t know about 
you, but I miss mine.” 
Miss King, 48, is not the 
first woman ever to work on 
one of the more than 2,000 
exploration, drilling or oil 
and gas 
production 
plat­ 
forms scattered across the 
northern Gulf. 
But she is the first woman 
offshore roustabout for the 
Sun Oil Co., and she and her 
fellow crew members like it 
fine. 
“ As far as I ’m concerned, 
it’s worked out perfect,” 
said K B. “ Foots” Worster, 
foreman. “ But it would 
depend on the woman. Long 


as they carry their end of the 
load, it don’t make no dif­ 
ference to me.” 
“ Liz wants to carry her 
weight,” said operator Mike 
Burlin. “ She works a helluva 
lot harder than some men.” 
Miss King went to work 
offshore in February, after 
working as an onshore roust­ 
about for another company. 
Her duties: checking oil or 
gas wells, making sure they 
operate 
properly, 
and 
helping fix them when they 
falter. 
The 
pay 
isn’t 
bad 
A 
roustabout gets $7.51 an hour 
with lots of built-in overtime 
because crews work seven 
days on and seven days off. 
If a crew is lucky enough 
to have a good cook, the food 
is good But the food can be 
bad. The water can taste of 
rust. The work can be 
stu ltifyin g ^ 
boring 
in 
stretches. Crewmen can 
grow tired of the same faces 
24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. 


Living 
quarters 
often 
include recreation 
rooms. 
But ifs a lonely life. There’s 
no guarantee a crewman will 
be rotated ashore on time. 
The weather can sock in 
helicopters and boats. Crews 
occasionally are stuck for 
days, continuing to work 
while awaiting relief. 
“ It was a challenge,” said 
Miss King, who grew up in 
Mississippi and has worked 
from 
New 
Orleans 
to 
California to Alaska 
Her new job is the latest in 
a string of traditionally 
unwomanly posts she has 
held since she was orphaned 
at age 18. In the 1950s, she 
panned for gold in Alaska. 
“ I ’ve always done dif­ 
ferent things for a female, 
but not just the ordinary 
things. I like knowing that 
I ’m capable of doing almost 
anything I make up my mind 
to do. I like being active, 
doing physical things. 
“ I never could fall in line,” 
said Miss King, whose sun­ 


tanned features and sun- 
bleached hair top a lithe, 5- 
foot 8-inch, 120-pound figure. 
She s no beauty queen, and 
the male crew members 
prefer surveying the softer 
curves of galley hand Sylvia 
Courville, 23. But Miss King 
retains 
an 
uncommon 
femininity despite muscles, 
overalls and boots. 
‘‘With this time off, I can 
do the things I want to do. 
When I go home from here, 
I ’m rested.

basket gets full, because the 
professionals know it’s much 
more difficult to buy on 
impulse when a full grocery 
cart gives you the un­ 
comfortable feeling that you 
have spent too much money. 
Shelton suggests, when 
grocery shopping, don’t shop 
while you are hungry; have 
a list; check your list against 
newspaper 
grocery 
ad­ 
vertising to find the best 
prices for the items on your 
list, even when they are from 
different stores. Also, don’t 
take your children; the 
regular 
fam ily 
shopper 
should not take his or her 
spouse; know'nutrition; plan 
your meals ahead; 
buy 
quantities if a check of the 
unit price shows this is more 
economical, and if you have 
a freezer or frozen food 
locker. 
Above all, he advised, 
avoid impulse buying. “ If 
you don’t do impulse buying, 
you can save 25 percent on 
your food buying,” he said. 
When buying a car, know 
what you want from a car: 
prestige, good mileage, a car 
for work, a car for travel, a 
vehicle for hauling. Then 
don’t buy the cheapest car 
you can find, but buy one you 
want at the best rate, he 
said. 
Shelton also advised when 
car shopping, know what the 
wholesale price is of the 
vehicle you want, what that 
vehicle usually sells for, then 
try to get as close as possible 
to the wholesale price. 
In his course, Shelton, who 
has been a member of the 
NTSU economics faculty 
since 1947, also discusses 
credit, buying a 
home, 
buying clothing, insurance, 
investments 
and 
social 
security. 
The NTSU economist said 
the message he teaches in 
each area of consumer 
spending is, ‘‘Make your 
money go as far as possible; 
cut out a lot of unnecessary 
waste.”

The impact of single women on the housing market is of 
particular interest. In 1977, single women (either divorced, 
widowed or never married) will buy one out of every 14 
homes sold or more than 200,000 dwellings. That’s according 
to a recent nationwide survey conducted by the Investors 
Mortgage Insurance Co., (IMIC), Boston, a leading private 
mortgage insurer. 
This ratio assumes greater importance when you consider 
that in 1974, just three years ago, only one out of 35 ap­ 
plications made for home loans was submitted by a single 
woman. The ratio decreased to one out of 25 in 1975 and to 
one out of 16 last year. By 1980, IMIC projects, the ratio is 
expected to drop to one out of every IO.

Are home buyers becoming more energy concious? Owens 
Corning Fiberglass conducted a nationwide telephone 
survey of 200 REALTORS last fall to find out. REALTORS 
were surveyed because they, in the words of the report, “are 
the best source of information on the current attitudes and 
overall atmosphere of the home buying market.” 
Forty-two percent of the REALTORS surveyed reported 
that home buyers are greatly concerned about utility costs. 
Fifty per cent said that home buyers were at least somewhat 
concerned. Only eight per cent indicated that home buyers 
voiced no concern at all. 
Are home buyers aware of energy savings features in the 
homes built today? Thirty-four per cent said that they are 
very aware. Fifty-five per cent reported that they were 
somewhat aware. Eleven per cent responded that home 
buyers indicate no awareness.

The buyer would have an 
initial investment of $1,850 
(FHA down payment) and a 
monthly investment of $319. 
Many times this is lower 
than the rent they are paying 
for a luxury apartment, he 
said. 
Browning added that a 
veteran, male or female, 
would have no initial in­ 
vestment and they would 
pay $324 monthly. 
John Thomas, a recent 
purchaser in Plano, sub­ 
stantiated 
Knysh’s 
& 
Browning’s reasoning. A 
single businessman, Thomas 
purchased a Southwesterner 
because he liked the floor 
plan and the house in 
general. 
But he added, “The cost 
differential between renting 
and buying is no longer that 
great...and I’ll be building 
up my equity each year.” 
Knysh noted that single 
purchasers get more for 


their money when they buy a 
home as well. The South­ 
westerner homes, he said, 
offer such features as living- 
dens with vaulted ceilings 
and sliding glass doors 
leading to large patios and 
yards. Master suites are 
separated 
from 
other 
bedrooms by living areas 
and afford privacy when 
guests are visiting. 
Full 
kitchens and separate dining 
rooms are included in the 
homes. 
All Southwesterners have 
fireplaces and, he added, the 
buyer gets to choose his 
carpet, wallpaper, brick and 
flooring. “When the single 
buys a home, he gets what he 
wants, not what he has to 
settle for,” Knysh said. “The 
extra bedrooms, for many 
singles, 
make excellent 
music rooms for stereo 
equipment, studies, libraries 
or pool rooms.” 
Women, too, have started 
looking at the new home 
market as the place to live. 
Ms. Anne Warren lives with 
her son ; she chose to buy a 
Southwesterner. 
“The 
first 
reason 
I 
bought,” she said, “was tax 
benefits. Any single person 
that has a good income needs 
all the shelters and benefits 
they can get.” And "women 
with children cannot get into 
the adult complexes so why 
not buy a house.” 
Ms. Warren was paying 
$260 for her apartment, and 
she added, “it was not a 
luxury apartment. 
“Consequently, $325 for a 
monthly payment on a house 
does not seem high at all,” 


she continued. “I’ll have a 
private suite and the extra 
bedroom will be a perfect 
playroom for my son. In 
addition, living in a house 
gives me a greater sense of 
security.” 
Two singles can now 
purchase a home as an in­ 
vestment as well as a place 
to live, Browning said. The 
FHA regulations now allow 
two people not related by 
blood or marriage to pur­ 
chase together. 
“So rather than share an 
apartment, two singles or 
roommates can purchase a 
house, have more room and 
privacy and make their 
money work for them ,” 
Knysh added. 
Centennial is currently 
building Southwesterners in 
Plano at Cimarron, as well 
as 
seven 
other 
neigh­ 
borhoods throughout the 
Metroplex. 
The 
South­ 
westerners range in price 
from $34,000 to $39,000. Also 
at Cimmeron and Camelot, 
Centennial 
builds 
their 
Dallasite series of homes.
